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Definition

Mobility = The ability of a licensee to gain a
practice privilege outside of their

principal place of business through the
process of substantial equivalency.




Possible preferred Definition

Mobility = The ability of a licensee to gain a
practice privilege outside of their principal
place of business through the process of
substantial equivalency allowing
consumerts of accounting setrvices to use
the CPA(s) they know and trust, while
retaining the protection of their state
Board of Accountancy.




UAA Mobility

I The revisions to Section 7, 14 and 23 of the
Uniform Accountancy Act (UAA) provide a
comprehensive system for permitting licensee
mobility while making explicit the boards’
authority to regulate all who offer or render
professional services within their jurisdiction
regardless of how those services are being
provided. These changes achieve the goals of
enhancing public protection, facilitating
consumer choice and supporting the efficient
operation of the capital markets.
